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PRINCE VON HOHENLOHE IS DEAD 


Great German Statesman and Late Chancellor of 


the Empire Passes Away in Switzerland-- 


Was America's Friend. 


Berlin, July 6.—Prince Von Hb- 


henlohe, formerly German imperial 
chancellor, died at Ragatz, Switzer- 
land, last evening. 


Prince Von Hohenlohe's death was 


generally unexpected here, as he left 
Berlin, several weeks ago, apparent- 
ly in good health, although his in- 
creasing weakness was evident. The 
prince arrived at Ragatz extremely 
exhausted. 
His death is attributed 


to the weakness of old age. 
The ar- 


rangements for the transportation of 
the body to Germany nor the oto- 
sequies are not definitely determined 
upon, but it is expected that the re- 
mains will be conveyed to the Hohen- 
lohe ancestral home, at Schillings- 
fuorst, Batavia, where the family 
vault is situated and where the body 
of Prince Von EDohenlohe's wife is 
interred. 
It is also expected that 


Chancellor Von Buelcw will break 
his seaside rest and attend the fun- 
er&L 


Although Banperor William has: 


fixed his departure on his trip to 
Norway for Monday 
next, it is 


deemed likely that his majesty will 
once more postpone the date of his 
starting on his trip in order to en- 
able him to 
attend the obsequies. 


Owing to Emperor 'William's rela- 
tionship to Prince Von Hohenlohe his 


majesty 
always sailed the prince 


"Uncle Ghlodwig." 


It is not believed here that the body 


of Prince Von Hohenlohe will -be 
brought to Berlin before being taken 
to Schiilingsfuerst. 


The officials of the United States 


embassy informed the correspondent 
of the Associated Press that the 
death of the former chancellor was 
onuch regretted, because of his uni- 
form kindliness towards Americans 
and American interests. 


Prince Von Hohenlohe's attitude, 


through his chancellorship was al- 
ways -fair and conciliatory in regard 
to German-American relations. 
Al- 


though he was an extensive estate 
owner, he did not share the agrarian 
hostility towards the United States, 
It was owing, in a large measure, to 
Prince Von iHohenlohe's friendly 
spirit during several trying years 
that Germany's relations with the 
United States never departed from 
cordiality. 
(He 
received 
many 


Americans- and was always friendly 
to them. 
At the time of the death 


of United States Ambassador Theo- 
dore B. Bunyon, in 1896, which oc- 
curred in the middle of the night. 
Secretary Jackson went, early In tihe 
morning, to inform the cabinet min- 
isters of the ambassador's- demise, 
but only found Pince Von Hohen- 
lone ready to receive him. 


CLAIMED TO BE VICTORIA'S DAUGHTER 


New York, July 6.—A woman, who, 


with almost her last breath, held to 
the story that she was the eldest 
daughter of Queen Victoria and the 
,prince consort, is dead in. this city, 
having expired in the German hos- 
pital, a victim of the heat and of in- 
sufficient nutriment. 
Through the 


charity of a doctor, who believed her 
story implicitly and who learned of 
her demise, her body will not be bur- 
ied in Patter's field, but it will be 
buried this afternoon in Calvary 
cemetery. 


The woman, who was known as 


Sophie Adelaide and Mrs. Kent, al- 
ways insisted that as un infant she 
was taken from her royal mother and 
in her place was substituted the 
(daughter of Prince Albert, by his 
morganatic wife, the Countess De- 


Reuss. Up to the time, it is said, of 
her coming to America, which was 
shortly after the death of John 
Brown, the queen's highland attend- 
ant, Sophia Adelaide received remit- 
tances in Paris or wherever she 
might be through Rev. Ward Bouvie, 
of Cole's Hill, England.

to her by John Brown himself, it is 
said.

THE MAUMEE GIVES UP THE DEAD 


Frank Reider Drowned at New, Haven—Remains 


Recovered at Noon Today After Being in 


the Water Twenty-One Hours, 


At noon today the bodiy of Prank 


Reidy was recovered from the Mau- 
meQ river at ^Te^v Haven, twenty-one 
hours after the unfortunate man wen>t 
down to death in the swift current. 
The body had been carried a consid- 
erable distance down, the river from 
the point where the mishap occurred. 


iReidy was employed by 'tfhe Wabasih 


Railroad company in the construc- 
tion of the new bridge across th« 
Haumee ait New Haven to -be used by 
the new Hxw to Butler, 
About 8 


o'clock Friday afternoon Reidy, to- 
gether with John Sullivan,, of Indi- 
anapolis, Joseph 
Loraine, Hen<ry

ler, of ff eiw Haven, started across the 
river in a 'boat with some material 
needed upon the opposite shore. 


Heavy rains had swollen the river 


to a point three or four feet higher 
than the normal stage of waiter, and 
a very strong current was running 
Half way aieros-s the stream the boat 
was caught in the current and over- 
turned in an instant. 
The five were 


plunged into the water. 
Shoafff and 


Miller clung to the overturned boat 
whteh was tossed about by the cur- 
rent, And Blafcttug, Sullivan and Lor- 
rain* »ueo«ed$a in awlmmiug to the 


shore. 
Reidy sank and was evi-

vent our goverenment from recognlz - 
ing any such warrants issued by any 
other nation, even, were that nation 
in full standing. 
In the case of tlxe 


Spanish war both of the belligerents, 
by agreement, refrained tfrom issuing 
commissions' to privateers, and 
it 


now has been many years since the 
flaig of any respectable nation lias 
flown over such craft. In the case 
of Mr. Kruger it is extremely doubt- 
ful whether he would, if the issue 
were forced in this way, 'be recog- 
nized as a defacto president author- 
ized to issue somfmissions to priva- 
teers. 


That point would have to be s*t- 


tled ut the outset, and each nation 
whose commerce was affected or was 
threatened by the privafteers would 
determine for itself his competency, 
It is scarcely to be expected that they 
wou!4 decide against their own com- 
mercial interests, so that Mr. Kru- 
g-er's privatteers would find it diffi- 
cult to secure general recognition, 


The threat to send out privateers 


without President Kruger's consent 
is idle. It is pointed out here that 
such craft woul'd be pirates, pure and 
simple, and that the civilized world 
would com!hine to sweep them from 
the seas if they should begin opera- 
tions against the commerce of any 
nation.

The teacher will be wise who avoids 


controversy in the use of this lesson. 
There are enough instructive and up- 
Kiting and incontrovertible facts 10 
occupy the teaching time without 
striving over the scientific aoouraoy 
of all the deails. Genesis is the book 
of beginnings. It was intended for 
beginners. 
It is a development of i 


beginnings in matter and life. The 
least careful reader discovers itD de- 
sign to be to speak of the beginnings 
in honor of God, 


A very distinguished 
American 


statesman some years ago was asked, 
while sitting with a social company, 
to state wliat he legarded as the most 
exalted utterance evci made m hu- 


langmige. Promptly he replied: 


This: 
In the beginning God cie- 


ated the heavens and the earth." 
The weight and worth of woids are to 
be estimated by the orator* the oc- 
casion and the idoas they convey. 


Compared with the ample and ac- 


curate knowledge of nature which 


at present possess, the writer 


of Genesis was a beginner. He wrote 
for beginners. He knew nothing of 
geology, chemistry or astronomy. 


CONFUSION STILL EXISTS. 


To the present hour there is con- 


fusion 
of tongues concerning the 


origin and initial events of the uni- 
verse. 
Schools antagonize schools, 


systems are set against systems and 
scientists are in hostile camps, with 
most of the great questions as to the 
beginnings of things lying as a bat- 
tlefield between. And this, too, after 
all the millenniums which, have come 
and passed since the writer of Gene- 
sis gave the world this book of be- 
ginnings. 


Viewed from these standpoints, we 


are astonished, and no wonder, 
•'O 


read these opening passages of Gene- 
sis. 
Whence came the knowledge 


which is condensed in that one line: 


"In the beginning God created the 


heavens 
and the earth." 
What 


school baa the writer attended? 
The world was ruled by polytheism, 
as a religious belief. 
There weic 


Gods many and Lords many. How 
did the author of this august utter 
ance ascertain God, one and above all, 
and author of «11P 
From books'1 


There were none that taught it. 
From his imagination? But imagina- 
tion uses known materials, 
The 


poet's imagination clothes known 
facts with, beautiful forms, but until 
the facts are before his mind the 
forms of speech are not forthcoming. 
But here is the very beginning of the 
beginnings of biblical teaching. We 
have assertions of the most positive 
facts, and facts which were not ob- 
tained from any known source. 


BELIEF OF HEATHENS. 


All heathen religions "fail alto- 


gether to disengage God from, na- 
ture." Hence among them polythe- 
ism (the doctrine of many Gods) is 
a Supreme God—as the Greeks had 
Zeus. Other divinities have divided 
power and function with the Su- 
preme. 
"No one of them has been 


conceived of as absolute and indepen- 
dent of nature." 


Knowing these things ,lo be such, 


open to our lesson, and how .glorious 
is the revelation we have of God. He 
is not a part of nature. Pantheists 
of every age and order, from an- 
tiquity down to our day, have mixed 
and made God and natuie, in gienter 
or less degree, one of the same. Thus 
is God degraded, by identifying the 
Deity with dead matter. Truth has 
had hardly any other falsehood to 
contend against which is so persist- 
ent as the pantheistic conception, 
which intermingles God and matter 
so that not even experts in philos- 
ophy can tell us how to discein be- 
tween them. Hence it is that this 
opening chapter in Genesis awakens 
and should awaken our wondering1 


delight. 


Tomes and libraries beyond count 


have been written to discredit tho 
divine inspiration and integrity of 
the Bible, and in every such work no 
small space has been used to prove 
the scientific inacuracy of the Genesis 
account of creation. Doubtless there 
was a date in the past at which 
ordinary days were believed to be 
specified. 
But whether 3Vtoses and 


his contemporaries believed they 
were days of our time measure none 
can tell. Quite possibly they did not 
But, as it was said by St, Augustine, 
the greatest theologian of (the New 
Testament ages, "a day is not a name 
of duration" with the Hebrews. 


Hence as to this matter of God cre- 


ating all things in six days, we may 
say the God of rthe Bible could have 
done it. He could have commenced 
and completed all things as they aft- 
erward came to be, in en instant. If 
He could not, then is He not G-od, but 
like as men—limited, Show us a per- 
son or a power that can cause a liv- 
ing creature /to start out of perfect

dead matter after a century of effort 
to make it, and we may safely stake 
the treasures of eternity on a wager 
that the same creative power which 
achieved such an end in a century 
c^n do in a second.

lication the cocoa bean from which 
chocolate is manufactured is pro- 
duced in its finest form in the re- 
public of Venezuela, though various 
other parts of Central and 
South 


America grow 
'and export 
large 


quantities. Two crops of the bean 
are gathered each year, and the man- 
ufacture consists simply in grinding 
up the beans into a meal arid tlien 
adding sugar and ariofwroot, with 
the necessary flavor—generally va- 
nilla or cinnamon. The mass is then 
moistened un'til it is in a semi-fluid 
state, after which it is run

molds of the proper shape.

no residue in the oups from which 
the liquid beverage is drunk, while 
chocolates generally found in the 
"United States and Europe leave a 
sedimen'fc on deiposit.

This is not because of senti- 
ment a'lone, tout owing to the fact 
that (bones of the lower animals turn 
black, while those of the human be- 
ing turn white, and should any white 
flakes appear in the composition it 
does not serve its purpose and is dis- 
card ed, 


Sometimes in large cargoes of bones 


from South Amerca, where for many 
years cattle were slaughtered -for 
their skin, the bones of headers may 
be found, and occasionally an entire 
skeleton, but in sorting them in the 
yards these are removed and the ord- 
ers are that the remnants of humani- 
ty must be buried*

icate and difficult duty is hy Dr, Tal- 
anage in this discourse urged upon, 
all, and especially upon those given 
to quick temper. Text: Ephesians 
ivv 26: "Be ye angry, and sin not," 


Equipoise of temper, kindness, pa- 


tience, forbearance are extolled H»y 
most of the radiant pens of inspira- 
tion, but niy text contains that which 
at first sight is startling. A certain 
kind oH anger is approved, aye, we 
aro 'commanded to indulge in it. The 
most of us have no need to cultivate 
high temper, and how often we say 
things sand do things under affronted 
impulse which we are sorry for wh^n, 
perhaps, it is too late to make effec- 
tive apology! Why then should the 
Apostle Paul dip his pen in, the ink 
horn and trace upon parchment, after- 
ward to be printed upon paper for all 
ages, the injunction, "Be ye angry, 
and sin notP" 


Iffy text commends 'a wholesome in- 


dignation. It discriminates "between 
the offense and the offender, the sin 
rmd the sinner, the crime and the 
criminal. 


To 
illustrate: 
Alcoholism 
has 


ruined more fortunes*, (blasted onore 
homes, destroyed more souls than any 
evil that I think of. 
It pours a 


river of poison and fire through the 
nations. 
Millions have died "because 


of it, and millions are dying now. 
and others will die. Intemperance is 
an ^old sin. 
The great Cyrus, -writ- 


ing to the Lacedemonians ctt himself; 
hoasted of many 
of his qualities, 


among others, that he could drink 
and be^r more wine than his dis- 
tinguished brother. 
(Louis X. and 


Alexander the Great died drunk 
The parliament 
of Edinburgh in 


1661 is called in history "The drunk- 
en parliament.7* 
CSugh Miller, first 


stonemason ^ and afterward a world- 
refrowned geologist, writes of the 
drinking habits of his day, slaying: 
"When, the foundation was laid they 
drank, when the walls were leveled 
for lavin'g the joists they drank, 
when the building <was finished they 
drank, when an, apprentice joined 
they drank." 
In the eighteenth 


century the 'giver of an entertain- 
ment boosted that none of the guests 
went arway sofoer. 
Noah, the first 


ship captain, was wrecked—not in 
the ark, for that was safely landed— 
but he was wrecked <with strong 
drink. 
Every m&ii or woman right- 


ly instructed! will "blush with iiidig- 
nation at the Rational and interna- 
tional and hemispheric and planetary 
curse. 
It is good to foe Caroused 


against it. 
You come out of that 


condition a "better man <or a foetfcer 
woman. 
Be ye angry 
at that 


afbofmination, and the'more anger the 
more exaltation to character. 
But 


that aroused feeling becomes sinful 
when it extends to the victim of this 
evil. 
Drunkenness you are to hate 


with a vivid hatred, but the d'ruixk- 
ard you are to pity, to help to ex- 
tricate. 


Just take into 'consideration that 


there are men and women, who once 
were as upright as yourself, who have 
been prostrated by alcoholism. Per- 
harps it came of a physician's pre- 
scription for the relief of pain, a re- 
currence -of the pain calling for a 
continuance of the remedy; perhaps 
the grandfather was au inebriate, and 
the temiptation to inebriety, leaping 
over a generation, has swooped on 
this unfortunate; perhaps it was un- 
der an attempt to drown trouble that 
the benumbing andN narcotic liquid 
•was sought after; perhaps it was a 
very (gradual 'chaining of the man 
with the beverage 'which was thought 
to be a servant, when one d'ay it an- 
nounced itself ina&ter. 
Be humble 


now, 
and admit that there is a strong 


probability'that under the same cir- 
cumstances you yourself might have 
been captured. 
The two appropriate 


emotions for you to allorw are indig- 
nation at the intoxicant which en- 
thralled and sympathy for the vic- 
tim. 
Try te get title sufferer out of 


his present environment; reconrmend 
any hygienic relief that you know of, 
and above all implore the divine res- 
cut for the struggle in wliioh -so 
many -of the noblest andi grandest 
have been worsted. 
Do not 'give 


yourself itp to too many philippics 
about what the man ought to have 
been, and ought to have done* 'While 
your cheek flushes with 'wrath at the 
foe that had ibfpugiit th* tuin let 
your eye toe moMtmed witl$ &ars trf 
pity for the gufftrer. 
that fway 


you will have fulfilled the injunction' 
of the text, "Btf ye angry, and sin, 
not," 


There is another evil, the albhor* 


rence of which you are all called to*, 
and it is on the increase— the gamb- 
ling practice. 
Becent dwelofomeaie 


show that much of this devastation 
is toeing wrought in ladles' parlors. 
It is an evil which sometimes is as 
polite and gracious as it is harmful. 
Indeed, there never were so many 
people trying to (get money 'without 
earning it. 
But it is a haggard 


transgression that comes down to us 
from the past, blighting all its way.

just forming 


their life-theories. In every possible 
way you ought to denounce such stu- 
pendous robbery. 
Let it be known 


that the only successful game in 
which a man plays for money is tlie 
one in which he loses all, anfd stops. 


But while you are hotly indignant 


against the crime, how do you feel 
afbout those who were fleeced and 
slain? They did not know that their 
small boat was so near the mael- 
storm, Some of .them were .born with 
a tendency to recklessness and ex- 
periment 
and (hazzard. They in- 


herited a disposition to tempt chance. 
Do not heap on them additional dis- 
couragements; 
do not deride their 


losses, >Help them to start again. 
Show them that there are more for- 
tunes jet to be gained than have yet 
been gathered, and tJhat with G-od for 
their friend they will be provided for 
here^aiid through the Savior's mercy 
they may reign, forover in the land 
where there are no losses, and infi- 
nite gains. 
(While you may redden 


in the face at the fact that gambling 
1$ #he disgraceful mother of multl- 
Juilious crimes, of nvies, jealousies, 
revenge's, quarrels, cruelties, false- 
hoods, forgeries, suicides, murders 
and despair, be carefful what you say 
of the victim of the vice, and what 
you do, lie needs more sympathy 
than the man who came up from in- 
ebriety and debauch and as&asslna- 
tion, for mfthty such repent, ana are 
saved, but confirmed gamfolers haid- 
ly ever reform. During tha course 
of a prolonged ministry I have seen 
thousands redeemed, many of them 
wfad 
-cldar gone in sin, by Al- 


mighty *$race Tokened, In all parts 
of thi$f land, tod in some parts of 
other lands, f have seen those who 
were given up a& incorrigible and 
lost, Tee^Vkfedrior God and heaven, 
but how many confirmed gamblers 
have I seen converted from their evil 
ways? 
A thousand? 
No. 


hundred? No. Fifty? No. 
Two? 


No. One? No, I read in a hook or 
one such rescue. 


I have no doubt there have bean 


other cases, but no evil does its work 
so thoroughly and eternally as gam- 


Such almost hopefulness of 


reformation ought to call forth from 
you deeper sympathy than you feel 
for fcny other unfortunate. Pity, by 
all oaeanft for those -who, Shipwrecked 
an4 -bruised $im$ng the timbers* hav* 
nevertheless, climbed up to the fish- 


erman's cabin and found warmth and 
skelter there, but more pity for those 
who never reach shore but are dashed 
to death in the breakers. Be angry 
at the sin, but sympathize with its 
victims. 


CANADA-BOUND BANKERS. 


There is another sin that we are 


oftentimes called to be angry with, 
and that is fraud. ,We all like hon- 
esty, and when it is sacrificed we are 
vehement in denunciation. We hope 
that detectives will soon come upcn 
the track of the absconding bank of- 
ficial, of the burglar who blew up 
the safe, of the clerk who skillfully 
changed the figures in the account 
book, of the falsifier who secured the 
loan on valueless property, of the 
agent who because of his percentage, 
wrongfully admits a man to the ben- 
efit of a life insurance policy when 
his heart is ready to stop, and who 
comes from an ancestry characteris- 
tically short-lived. One act of fraud 
told of hi big headlines in the morn- 
ing paper rightfully arouses the na- 
tion's wrath, It is the interest of 
every good man and good woman 
who reads of the crime to have it ex- 
posed and published. Xet it go un- 
scathed and you put a premium on 
fraud, you depress public morals, you 
induce those who are on the fence 
between right and wrong to get down 
on the wrong side, and you put the 
business of the world on a down 
grade. The constabulary and peni- 
tentiary must do their work. 
3?\;t 


while the merciless and the godless 
cry: "Good for him! I am glad he is 
within the prison doors!" Be it your 
work to find out if that man is woith 
saving, and what were the causes of 
his moral overthrow. 
Perhaps he 


started in business 
life 
under a 


tricky firm, who gave him wrong no- 
tiono of business integiity; pei'3i£p& 
there was a combination of circum- 
stances almost unparalleled for temp- 
tation; perhaps there wera allevn- 
tions; perhaps he was born wrong, 
and never got over it; perhaps he did 
not realize what hs was doing, and if 
you are a merciful man you will 
think of other 
perhapses, 
which, 


though they anay not excuse, will cx- 
teaiuate, Perhaps he has already re- 
pented, and is weshed in the blood of 
the Lamb, and is as sure of heaven 
as you are. What an opportunity you 
have now for obeying my text. You 
are <angry at the misdemeanor, but 
you are hopeful for the recovery of 
the recalcitrant, 
Blessed all prison 


reformers! Blessed are those gover- 
nors and presidents who are glad 
when they have a chan-ce to pardon! 
Blessed the forgiving- father who wel- 
comes homo (the prodigal! 
Blessed 


the dying thief whom the Lord took 
with him to glory, saying, "This day 
Shalt thou be with one in Paradise!" 


There is another evil that we ought 


to abhor, while we try t6 help the 
victim, and that is infidelity. 
It 


snatches the life preserver from the 
man. afloat, and affords- not so much 
as a spar or (plank as a substitute. It 
would extinguish the only light that 
has ever been kindled -for the troubled 
&nd lost. Let the spiiit of infidelity 
take hold of a neighborhood, and in 
that town the marriage relation is a 
farce, and good morals give place to 
all styles of immorals. Let it take 
possession of this earth, and there 
would ibe no virtue left in all the 
world's circumference. All «the sins 
rebuked in the ten commandments 
would be be dominant. 
The torch 


that shall kindle the conflagration of 
the earth in its last catastrophe, will 
not do as much damage as would in- 
fidelity and agnosticism if they got 
i chance. B& angry with such theo- 
ries of unbelief and 'hatred of God. 
Never laugh at the witticisms of 
those who would belittle the Bible 
with their jocularity. Quote to them 
the four lines of "WMttier; 


And weary seekers of the best, 
We come back laden with our quest. 
To find that all the sages said 
Is in the book our mothers read. 


Have a lightning in your eye and a 


flush in your cheek, and a frown, on 
your brow for a dastard that would 
blot out the sun and moon and stars 
of Christianity and have all things 
in an Arctic night, the cold equal to 
the darkness. You do well to bo 
angry, but how about those who have 
been flung to skeptcism, and that is 
more millions than yoix will ever 
know of until the judgment d<*y re* 
veals everything. 
Ah! here comes 


your opportunity for 
gentleness, 


kindness and sympathy, 


The probability is that if you 
(had 


been plied with the same influences 
as this unbeliever, there would not bo 
a Bible in all your house from cellar 
to attic. Perhaps he read agnostic 
books, and heard agnostic lecturos, 
and mingled in agnostic circles until 
he ha? been befogged, and needs your 
Christian help more than any one 
that you know of. Do not get into 
any labored, argument about the 
truth of Christianity. He may beat 
you at that, He has a whole artil- 
lery of weapons ready to open lire. 
Remember that no one was ever re- 
formed for his life, or saved for the 
life to come, by an argument; but in 
humblest and gentlest way, your 
voice subdued, ask him a few ques* 
tions, Ask him if he had a Christian 
parentage; and if he says yes, *?sk 
him whether the old folks disd hap- 
py. Ask him if he has ever heard of 
any one gojng out of this life in rap- 
tures of iniidelity and agnosticism, 
Ask Win if it is not a somewhat re- 


markable fact that the Bible, after GO j 
many years, stacks -together, and that \ 
there are more copies of it in exist- 
ence than ever before. Ask him if he 
knows of any better civilization than 
Christian civilization, and whether 
he thinks the teachings of Confucius 
or Christ are preferable. Ask him if 
he thinks it would be a fair thing 
in the Creator of all things to put in 
this world the human race, and give 
them no direct communication for 
their guidance, and if they 
d'd 


wrong, tell them of no way of recov- 
ery. 
I think if a fa>mous infidel of 


our time, instead of being taken 
away instantaneously, had died in 
his bed after weeks and months of ill- 
ness, he would have revoked his 
teachings, and left for his beloved 
family consolations which they could 
not find in obsequies at which not one 
word of Holy Scripture was read, or 
at Fresh Pond crematory, where no 
Christian 
benediction 
was 
pro- 


nounced. 
I do not positively eay 


that in a prolonged illness theve 
would have been a retraction, but I 
think there would. 


TEXT HARD TO OBEY. 


The renowned infidel, Mr. Barker, 


after spending his long life in lec- 
turing ngainst Christianity in all our 
cities, and in publishing large and 
elaborate books in depreciation of t^e 
Scriptures, in the closing years of h*s 
life, wrote me that he h&d changed, 
and that he would like to stand in 
my pulpit and undo the evil that ho 
had wrought for the most of his Ufa- 
time. I wrote him in congratulate n 
for his soul's sake, that he h"4 
turned back from infidelity, but th it 
I thought he could not undo the wo k 
of a lifetime, and that he had talked 
so long on the wrong side, I did nst 
think he could do anything by talk- 
ing on the right side. The mercy of 
God is so great, that many of tlie 
mightiest antagonists of our re- 
ligion have in their last days been 
brought to repentance and eternal 
life. Let the thunder of your whole- 
some indignation be followed by the 
kindly rain of pity and love, "Be ye 
angry, and sin not," 


But let me confess at this crisis of 


my sermon that there is not an in- 
junction in the Bible more difficult 
to obey than, the words of the text. 
XVhile it applauds a wholesome in- 
dignation it warns against sinful 
anger. And there is in all the realm 
of passion nothing more destructive 
than indiscriminate hate. 
First of 


all, it frenzies the nervous ganglia. 
Those people who easily flare up on 
little pi avocation go into Hugh dudg- 
eon /take umbiage without reason, 
snap you up quick, have ruined their 
nerves, and there is only ons thing 
worse to ruin, and that is the brain, 
and we say of one that is given to 
frequent ebullitions of temper that 
he* is an unbalanced man. A busi- 
ness man of our acquaintance said: 
"I cannot afford to get mad, it hurts 
me so,*' And if sinful anger dam- 
ages the body, how much more it 
rives the disposition. 
There >nre 


thousands of men clerks in stores 
who would have been members of 
great 'business firms, and under-me- 
che,nics who would have been boss 
carpenters, and attorneys who would 
have been leading advocates, and 
preachers to congregations who are 
starving them to death, who might 
have hud appreciative surroundings, 
who 'have been kept back and kept 
down by ungovernable tempers. The 
outbreak lasted only a little while, 
but it impeded a lifetime. 


A man thoroughly m'ad can 
& 


enough in two minutes to damage 
him for twenty years. It took only 
five minutes for the- earthquake to 
destroy Caracas. 
One unfortunate 


sentence uttered in affront in a speech 
in the United States senate shut for- 
ever the door of the white house 
against one of the most brilliant man 
of the last century. You can never 
trust 
fa liorse that has once run away, 


and you do not feel like trusting a 
man w ho has just once lost 
his 


equilibrium. You need to drive your 
temper as a man drives a fa-actious 
span amid the explosions of a ^ouith 
of July morning, or the (pyrotechnics 
of a Fourth of July night, with 
curbed bit, taut rein, commanding 
voice, masteiing yourself and mas- 
tering what you drive. 
If you are 


naturally high-tempered, do not un- 
necessarily go among irritations and 
provocations. 
Do not build a blast 


furnace next to a gunpowder mill. 
Then also such demonstrations of un- 
governability belittle one, Men 
take out their lead pencils and in es- 
timating such a one take 50 per cent, 
off, 
About the most hideous spec- 


tacle on earth is ian angry man or 
woman, burning, not with the anger 
commended in nay text, but with the 
sin reprehended. After such a dis- 
play of gall, irascibility, virulence, 
his influence with many is forever 
gone. The world is full of poli- 
ticians, doctors, lawyers, merchants, 
mechanics, ministers, 
housewives, 


who have by such explosions been 
blown to pieces. 


I say to all young men hoping to 


achieve financial, moral or religious 
success, control your tempers. 
Bo 


not let criticism or rebuff defeat you. 
Verdi, the great musician, applied to 
become a student in tha Conservatory 
of Music in Milan, and he was re- 
jected by the director, fwho said that 
he could make nothing of the new- 
comer, as he showed tto disposition 
for music* Eutith* criticism did not 
exasperate or defeat him, 
The most 


of those who have largely succeeded 
in all departments were characterized 
/by self-control. 
In battle they could 


calmly look at the bom'b thrown at 
their 
feet, wondering whether* 
it 


would explode. 
In commercial life, 


when panics smote the *city, these 
men -were placid, while others were 
yelling themselves hoarse at the 
stock exchange. 
While others near- 


ly swooned 'because a certain stock 
had gone 100 points down they calm- 
ly waited until it would get 100 
points up. 
While the opposing at- 


torney in the court room frothed at 
the mouth with rage because of some- 
thing said on the other side he of the ! 
equipoise put a glass df water to his 
lips in refreshment and proceeded 
with the remark, "As I was saying 
when the gentleman interrupted me." 
Self-control! What a glorious thing! 
We want it in the doctor feeling the 
pulse of one desperately ill. We 
want it in the engineer when the 
headlight of another 
train comes 


round the curve on the same track. 
We want it in (Christian men and 
women in times Vhen so much in 
church and sta'te seemis going to 
demolition—self-control! 
What are 


you going to be good for,4 0 man or 
woman, in a world1 like this, ever 
and anon your dander up, and so 
often in the sulks? 
We admit that 


you have many things to stir your 
(blood and fill you with wholesome 
indignation, "but going to such ex- 
tremes you offend my text, which 
says you must discriminate and not 
lore your 
self-control: 
"Be ye 


angry, and sin not."

or -blanket slept on the cold moun- 
tains. 


Like Him, let us hate iniquty with 


complete hatred, but like Him may 
we help those who are overthrown, 
and be willing to suffer far their 
restoration. 
Then, although at the 


opening of this discourse our text 
may have seemed to command us to 
do an impossible thing, we will, at 
the 'close of this sermon, with a pray- 
er to 0od for help, be more rigid and 
determined than ever before against 
that which is wrong, while at the 
same time we shall 'feel so kindily to- 
ward all the erring and work so hard 
for their rescue, that we will realize 
that we have scaled the Alpine, the 
Himalayan height of my text, which 
enjoins: "Be ye angry, and sin not"

The opposition to the re- 


duction of the hours of libor rests 
Upon the increased cost involved, 
-which is due directly to the employ- 
ment of additional labor to maintain 
the total of the product, or indirectly 
to the enforced stoppage, an-d conse- 
quent depreciation of tools and ma- 
chinery. 


It is understood, 'of course, that the 


effort to shorten the working day 
presupposes the 
maintenance of 


wages 
at the pravisusfly 
existing 


figure. 
The econorric issiie, there- 


fore, is a question cf relatively high- 
er wages, and, consequently, of actu- 
al increase in the cost of product. To 
this question the trade unionists re- 
ply that th£ additional cost of the 
product is more than counterbalanced 
by the increased demand; and that 
while the rate of profit may decrease 
the amount increases. 
On the other 


hand* the market price of a. com- 
n?jdity, although temporarily or even 
permanently increased tinder the 
shorter working 
day 
system, de- 


creases in proportion to the increase 
in the -consuming power, 


This reasoning proceeds upon the 


rule that -wages are" regulated not by 
the length of the -working d'ay, but 
by the standard of living. 
Much of 


the opposition to the i eduction of the 
hours of labor is based upon the com- 
.mon error expressed by the sophism, 
"Tsn hours' pay 
for nine hours' 


work." 
If wages weie leally paid >by 


the hour we should find, as a rule, 
that wages are increased as -the work- 
ing d'ay is, lengthened. 
It is well 


known, however, that the opposite 
condition -prevails; that, as between 
given industries and countries, the 
longer working day is invariably 
distinguished by the lower wage rate, 
The facts |of the movement for a 
shorter working1 day dem-oilstiate 
that wages/ increase not only rela- 
tively to the amount of work dene, 
but also positively as the result of 
diminished competition, among the 
workers. 
This fact is the strongest 


possible substantiation of the con- 
tention that the wage rate is gov- 
erned wholly by those considerations 
which we have in mind when we 
stpeak of the "standard of living/' 
"More time out of the shop" meins 
more time for rest and reelection; 
leading to the creation of new desires 
and the 'consequent elevation, or at 
least diversification, of the accus- 
tomed mode of living. 
By a natural 


process? these desires become needs. 
the satisfaction of which is as im- 
perative to the sense of decency as 
that of the purely physical wamts to 
the maintenance of life itself.

THERMOMETER TUBES. 


A most interesting account is giv- 


en in the Idler of the wonderful 
state-aided industry at Jena, wit are 
glass and lenses are made for scien- 
tists. 
The industry has been built 


up by Professor Abbe and Dr. Schott, 
iand has throughout been conduced 
by scientists whose efforts have made 
Jena famous among scientific men 
the world over. 
One of the most 


picturesque features of the Jjna 
glassworks is the gr&at corridor 
where the thermometer tubes ara 
Mown and drawn, says a correspond- 
ent. 
We saw this glass in process 


of manufacture. 
A boy workman 


caught fl l>it of molten glass from the 
furnace on the end of a blowpipe, It 
<wa3 hardly larger than a walnut, 
but by twirling- 
a,nd blowing raid 


molding it grew to the nisse of an 
orange, with the shape 
fof an ornrge. 


More glasfc was then added, and there 
was more rolling and blov/hig, rnd 
when, the proper stage was readied 
the blowpipe was passed quickly tr 
the brawny master -workman. 


He, in his turn, aidded glass, blow- 


ing from time to time with cheoV* 
outpuffed Until it seemed as though 
they must burst and then rolling tV, 
great ball of glass on his iron knead- 
ing hoard until it locked like a hug*; 
yellow gourd* 
faster -and faster he 


worked, keeping the 
ball always 


symmetrical atid yet white hot,

The "butterfly farm" 
of East- 


bourne—so it is named—near tlie 
southern coast of Bn'glsnd, and in n, 
place well sheltered from winds, cov- 
ers an area of 4,000 E'guira meteis. 
It is a vast garden filled wifh flow- 
ers and rare trees, surrounded by 
a very high tielLis, and where flutter 
at liberty many thousands of butiar- 
•"flies of various species. 


From all tlie countries of the world 


the farm receives1 eggs, which are 
suibniittcd to a special mods of In- 
cufbatbn. 
Then the caterpillars, in- 


suing from these eggs, receive iioiu- 
ishment suitable to their evolution as 
chryales, and these in their iurn are 
given the most careful attention. A 
ceitiin nunib&r of the most perfect 
are preserved as reproducers, whi'le 
the others- 
are 
asphyxiated 
and 


mounted. 
And thus are 
obtained 


absolutely perfect specimens, which 
are sold to collectors, 


(Some of the rarer 
insects fetch 


enormous sums. 


POSTAL 


Hew York, July 5.—A special to 


the Tribune from Washington says: 


Postmaster General 'Smith has de~ 


cided to debar from, second-class mail 
privileges the large class of publica- 
tions which depend laigely on gift 
cnteipris-es, 
guessing 
contests or 


nominal subscription rates for their 
circulation. 
This sweeping reform, 


designed to put the postal service on 
a paying basis, is to be ordered next 
week by a modification of the postal 
regulations under existing law. 


By the new 
regulations 
a vast 


amount of printed matter that now 
pays for transmission at the late 
of one cent will be charged 
eiglit 


cents 
a pound. 
The 
second-class 


matter lias grown until it now em- 
braces nearly three-fourths of the 
entire weight of all mail 
matter 


handled by the government, and yet 
it brings in a revenue of less than 
$4,000,000 -a year out of the entire 
postal revenue of more than $110,- 
000,000. 
While *$t contains 
about 


three-fourths t>f all the weight, it 
furnishes only about ons-thhtieth of 
the revenue. To handle and carry 
the second-class matter costs fully 
$60,000,000 a year above what the 
government 
icceives for handling 


and carrying it, 


In the revised regulations about to 


be issued the postmaster geneial will 
endeavor to cany out the purpose of 
congress and of tlie executive by : 
storing a stricter enforcement of the 
law. The new order will not irtei- 
fere with legitimate newspapers and 
similar periodicals, but it will cut 
off the abuse by which numerous 
publications weigh down the mails 
with, circulations induced wholly by 
msrchindis-3 offers or gues-smg con- 
tests- that are either fraudulent in 
character or reduce the circulation to 
nominal lates. It is also likely to 
cut off trial books, which secured ad- 
mission 
as 
second-class matter, 


Though promulgated next week, the 
order will probably not be made op- 
eiibve immediately in order that the 
publishers nny have an oppoiturity 
to conform to the new requiiemenis.

ROGERS WILLS BIG 


HE QIVSS ?10,000,000 TO TiHE 


AET MUSEUM. 


Extraordinary Bequest Likely to Be 


Contested By Relatives of the 


Late Millionaire. 


Paterson, N. J,, July 6,— Jacob S, 


Rogers, 
the 
retired 
locomotive 


builder, who died suddenly in his 
apartments at the Union League club 
Tuesday morning, left to the Metro- 
politan -Museum of Art $10,000,000, 
This is the- largest bequest ever le't 
to a charitable or educational insti- 
tution, The entire estate, with the 
exception of $250,000 to relatives and 
friends and two annuities of $1,000 
each, goes to the New York institu- 
tion, and in case it cannot accept the 
bequest the will provides that it go 
in succession to the New York So- 
ciety library, the New York Histori- 
cal library, the American Museum of 
Natural History, the General Society 
of Mechanics and Tradesmen and the 
Mercantile Library association. 


The institutions of Paterson, where 


Mr, Rogers had lived nearly all his 
lifetime and made the bulk of his for- 
tune in locomotive building, are not 
mentioned in the will. Mr. Rogers 
closed the shops last December be- 
cause, he said, he wished to retire 
from business altogether, although 
he had taken no active part in the 
departments of the works for ten 
years. About 1,500 operatives were 
thrown out of employment all winter, 
but the shops were disposed of two 
months ago at receiver's sale. This 
sale is now being contested in the 
courts by the American Locomotive 
company. Mr. Rogers was dissatis- 
fied because a bid of $665,000 made 
by Joseph D. Hoadley, representing 
the locomotive trust, was not accept- 
ed. 
This bid was $63,000 higher 


than the successful ibid. 


WILL CAUSE A SENSATION. 
The will was read after the funeral 


yesterday afternoon, in the drawing 
room of William C. Pennington, 
counsel for Mr. Rogers and one of 
the executors. 
It caused profound 


sensation among- the assembled rela- 
tives. They looked at each other in 
astonishment -as they s&w the vast 
fortune slipping away from them. 
and judging from the comments made 
later they will bring about one of the 
biggest legal fights that New Jersey 
has ever known. 


The will was executed June 3, 1892. 


It was supplemented by a codicil De- 
cember 11. 1894; by a second codicil 
May 24, 1899, and by a third codicil 
October 2, 1900* The following lega- 
cies are given in the original will:

'SECRETARY BAER'S BEPOM. 
iThe annual report of Secretary Wdl- 
is Baer was in part as follows: 


In 1891, the close of the first de- 


cade of Christian Endeavor, there 
were 16,274 societies, and we re- 
turned hearty thanks to God for 
what He had wrought. 
In this 


year 1901, at the close of Christian 
Endeavor's second decade, we must 
employ the same numerals, though 
differently arranged, to tell our 
numerical strength, for the 16,274 
societies have become 6* ,427. The 
nearly 1,000,000 members have be- 
come 
nearly 
4,000,000. 
This 


growth is marvellous, and nothing 
comparable to it can be found in 
history* The rapidity with which 
the societies have multiplied is so 
familiar, having compelled atten- 
tion around the world, that we 
have in late years accepted tha* 
fact as commonplace. 
I remind 


you of this wonderful numerical 
extension of Christian Endeavor 
because it proves to me beyond a 
doubt that ours is not a man-made 
society, but a broad, interdenomi- 
national, international and intoi- 
racial brotherhood. "Man can or- 
ganize a society, God creates a 
movement." 


The unification of local and dis- 


trict unions during the past year 
has demanded 
our admiration, 


The interdenominational 
fellow- 


ship, which has been from the first 
a blessed fruit of Christian En- 
deavor, has during the past year 
been fostered as never 
before, 


There was a time when it seemed 
that this unique feature of Chris- 
tian Endeavor would be imperiled, 
but those days have gone, never to 
return, we "believe. The denomina- 
tional loyalty of local Christian En- 
deavorers is seldom challenged, 
and on the contrary we find it of- 
ficially and heartily commended by 
many ecclesiastical courts nd as- 
semblies in many denominations. 
The Presbyterians 
lead in the 


United States; then come the Con- 
gregationalists, Disciples of Christ, 
Baptists, Cumberland Presbyter- 
ians, Methodist Protestants, Luth- 
erans, in order named, this list sup- 
plemented by a large number of 
other denominations, forty in all. 
In Canda, with its more than 5,000 
societies, the Methodists lead, al- 
most all their local societies being 
called Epworth Leagues of Chris- 
tian Endeavor; the Presbyterians 
are next, the Baptists third. The 
largest number of the more than 
7,000 Christian Endeavor societies 
in Gre^fe Britain are Congregation- 
alists, with the Baptists only a few 
behind, and the Presbyterians coon- 
ing next. In Australia the Wes- 
leyan Methodists lead in numbers 
the 4,000 societies under the South- 
ern Cross, 


One of the most gratifying facts 


to report is steady growth in "for- 
eign" and missionary lands. Sec- 
retary Chaplin, of the British sec- 
tion, reported an increase of 500 
societies, particular mention being 
made of the number of Episcopal 
Christian Endeavor societies that 
have been organized the past year 
in the Church of England. This, 
and other splendid achievements 
by our English brothers, show con- 
clusively that the gieat London 
convention was blessed of God* 


Indeed, 
nothing 
shows 
the 


adaptability of Christian Endeavor 
to every climate and country more 
than the fact that there are na- 
tional Christian Endeavor unions 
in the United States, Canada, Eng- 
land, 
Scotland, Ireland, Wales 


Australia, France, Spain, Germany 
South Africa, India, China, Mexico 
and Japan, and that Christian En- 
deavor leaflets and constitutions 
may now be found in Chinese, Jap 
anese, Malagasy, Persian, Arabic 
Turkish, 
Bulgarian, 
Armenian 


Siamese, German, French, Italian 
(Sreek, Spanish* Swedish, Dutch 
Norwegian, 
Welsh, 
Australian

continues to be interesting. There 
are now over 16,000 junior socie- 
ties, and 1,985 intermediate socle* 
ties, the first with 483,000 mem* 
bers, and the second with 38,500. 
Remember the boys and girls! 
Christian Endeavor will fail of its 
mission in these third-decade days 
if it does not reach out to every 
boy and girl, to every young man 
and young woman in the Sunday 
school and church, and make them 
outspoken and active disciples of 
Jesus Christ. 


Eight thousand, five hundred and 


twenty-six societies have kindly 
informed me of what they have 
been contributing in money as so- 
cieties to the Lord's work, and the 
total amount is $504^461.88, 
Of 


this amount $200,215.80 went di- 
rectly to the denominational mis- 
sion boards, $247,858.37 to their 
home churches, and $56,387.71 to 
other benevolences.. If 8,526 so- 
cieties can contribute 
$500,000, 


what may not 60,000 societies do 
when thoroughly appreciating their 
opportunities and privileges? 


This year seems to be crowned 


with another splendid evidence of 
life. There are now 26,000 Com- 
rades of the Quiet Hour that have 
pledged to make it the rule of their 
life to spend at least fifteen min- 
utes alone with God at the begin- 
ning of the day. This spirit, we 
believe, had much to do with mak- 
ing it possible for God to bless the 
united efforts of Christian Endeav- 
orers in the closing weeks of the 
last year to press home on associ- 
ate members and others the impor- 
tance of an immediate decision and 
open confession of Christ by join- 
ing the church. February 2, Chris- 
tian Endeavor day, was especially 
signalized as Decision day, and 
thousands were born into the king- 
dom of God. 
More and more is Christian En- 
deavor becoming an evangelistic 
agency for Christ. In all 160,000 
young people have in 
the last 


twelve months joined the church 
from the ranks of our societies.

Neighbors, attracted by the sound 
of the explosion, hastened to t 
scene, just after the unfortunate 
young man's mother, who -had been 
absent on a visit, drove into the barn 
yard. The aged mother is prostrated 
over the shock of the ghastly sight, 
No one witnessed the accident, but it 
is believed that Conrad, after taking 
his horse into the barn, returned to 
remove the dynamite from the buggy 
when in some manner the stuff was 
exploded. 
The buggv was torn to 


pieces and a hole three feet deep was 
made in the ground. 
Conrad's body 


was literally blown to atoms. 
The 


Conrads are prominently connected 
and the victim of the explosion was 
one of the most popular young men 
of the neighborhood. 
The coroner 


is holding an inquest tonight.

A YEAR WITHOUT SUMMER 


$ REMARKABLE PHENOMENON THAT OCCURRED IN 1816-ICE 


AND DESOLATION IN JTJNE AND JULY, 


NfrHifrH^frt^W^^^ 


There are few persons now living 


who recollect the year 1810, tout Eu- 
ropean and American data represent 
it as having ibeeu phenomenal in al- 
most every particular, 


In New England the year went Toy 


the name of "eighteen and starve to 
death/' and the summer months are 
known as history as "the cold sum- 
mer of 1816," so remarkable was the 
temperature. 


The sun's rays seemed to be desti- 


tute of heat and all nature was dad 
in sable hue. 
Men and women be- 


came frightened, and imagined thnt 
the fire in the sun was being rapidly 
extinguished and that the world 
would soon come to an end. 


Ministers took the phenomena for 


the text of their sermons, and pseudo- 
scientific men talked of things they 
knew not of? while fanatics took ad- 
vantage of the occasion to form re- 
ligious oiganiaations. 


The winter of 1815-16 was very 


cold in Europe but comparatively 
mild in this country, and did not in 
any way indicate the severe weather 
that soon prevailed. 


Even the almanacs were silent and, 


although the usual indications "about 
now look out for cold weather,"-or 
"this is a good tim<* fo 
11 snow," were 


entered in the regular portions of the 
books devoted to the winter predic- 
tions, those used for chronicling the 
pleasanter months had no such 
alarming warnings. 


January was wild, so much so that 


for days the people allowed their 
fires to go out, as aitiftcial heat roide 
the buildings uncomfortably warm. 
This pleasant weather wis broken by 
a severe cold smp in Eebiuary, but 
this low temperature passdd in a few 
days and a warmer condition, similar 
to the month previous, set in. 


March "came in like a lion but 


went out like a lam'b." 
There was 


nothing unusual in the climatic con- 
ditions of the month which differed 
from those generally found in this 
windy season. 


April wa£ the advance guard of 


this strange freak in temperature* 
The early days iwere rwarm and 
bright, (but as the month drew to a 
close the cold increased until it end- 
ed in ica and snow and a very low 
temperature. 


To those who delighted in fbalmy 


May days and loved1 to watch the 
'budding flowers, the May of 1816 
was a bitter disappointment. 
True, 


buds came, but so- did^tlie frost, and 
in one night laid all vegetation a 
blackened waste. 


Corn was killed, and the fields had 


to be made ready foi4 another plant- 
ing, but the people's astonishment 
was complete when they found ice 
formed to the thipkuess of half an 
inch in the pools. 


June, "the month of roses/' was 


this year ta month of ice and desola- 
tion. 
"The "oldest inhabitant" was 


surprised, for never 'before had the 
thermometer sunk so low in the tube 
in these latitudes in the last month 
of spring. 


Frost, ice and snow were common. 


Almost every green thing that had 
taken advantage of a few warm d'ays 
to develop was killed, and various 
kinds of fruit were nearly all de- 
stroyed. 


One day the 'beautiful snow fell to 


a depth of ten inches in Vermont, 
seven inches in 
Maine, and three 


inches in Massachusetts and central 
Hew York. 


Matters were beginning to be in- 


teresting. 
People were undecided 


whether to spend the summer in the 
south or at the seashore and moun- 
tains. 
One day th6 latter resorts 


were desirable, and the next would 
decide in favor of the former, but, on 
the whole, the southern clime was 
preferred. 


July was accompanied by frost and 


ice, 
and those who celebrated the 


glorious Fourth, "ii'ot wisely hut too 
well," found an. abundance \>f ice 
handy for immediate use the next 
morning. 
It was not very thick, 


not more than one-sixteenth of an 
inch, (but it was ice, and it caused 


seed never cost so much, being dif3- 
cult to get, even at $5 per bushel. 


The last mouth of summer was 


ushered in bright and warm, and for 
two weeks the now almost frozen 
people began to thaw out. 
It was 


the mildest weather of the year, bat 
just as the inhabitants got fairly to 
appreciate it old Boreas and Jack 
Frost came along and whitened and 
hardened everything iu their path. 


On the 16th ice formed a quarter of 


an inch thick, and winter clothing 
that had been laid away for a few 
days was again brought forth and 
wrapped round shivering humanity. 


'By this time the people had given 


up all hopes of again seeing the Sow- 
ers bloom or hearing the %irds sing 
sind began to prepare for a hard win- 
ter.

tared higher than 30 degrees. 


November also was1 extremely cold 


and sleighing was good the first week 
of the month, strange to relate, De- 
cember was the mildest and most 
comfortable month of the entire year, 
a condition which led many people to 
believe that the seasons had changed 
about. 


Of 
course, this cold spell sent 


breadstuff's to an unheard of price, 
and it was impopsible to obtain for 
table use many of the common veg- 
etables, as they were required for 
seed.

Their Lot Moat Pitiable-The 


Lower Class Must Work, the 
Upper Class be Entombed,

"We may say without hesitation 


that the lot of the Korean woman is 
the most pitiable, just as the position 
of her people is the most deplorable, 
in the far east," says Anna Northend 
Benjamin, in Ainslee's. 
Every de- 


grading idea emanating from China 
is here carried to an extreme. The 
wife is not more than a chattel, sel- 
dom seen before the marriage, which 
is arranged by a "go-between" (as in 
China and Japan), and after mar- 
riage to talk to her even is a degra- 
dation for the husband. In the lower 
classes she must work, work, work. 
In the upper classes she must be en- 
tombed. 


A tew instances will give point to 


these facts. In the city of Fusun, in 
the southern Korea, there lived a 
Korean wife of the upper, though not 
noble, class, She had been ^e*iched 
in her home, which was her prison, 
by some young women missionaiies 
One night, with the consent of her 
husband, they planned to take her to 
visit the Japanese settlement iiear- 
by. It lay only half a mile away, 
but the woman had never seen it* 
This event took the place in hev life 
that a trip abroad does with us. She 
said that for many years she had 
seen nothing more than the roof of 
her husband's house* Now she had 
something to think of until she died, 
A Korean girl has no name, She is 
known as So-aiid-So's sister, or So- 
and-So's mother, when she becomes 
married and has a son. Her husband 
calls her by her son's name. A hus- 
band in Korea is entitled to a divorce 
on the ground of his wife's incompat- 
ibility with her mother-in-law The 
professions of sorceress, Buddhist 
nun and dancing girl seem the only 
avenues by which Korean womaa can 
escape her bondage. Though in SDIUS 
cases the adoption of Christianity has 
led to a better state of affairs, yet the 
attempt at innovation seems almost 
hopeless. A young Korean couple in 
Fusan had become Christians, and 
the husband, being the right hand of 
one of the missionaries, went with 
him on long trips into the country. 
He had fallen in love with hn little 
wife—a very unusual thing—and, in 
his treatment of her, wished to emu- 
late the example of his foreign 
friend. When he and the missionary 
found that they were to be in a cex- 
tain village for a few days they sent 
for th^ir wives. 


"Where uo* you wish to go?" in- 


quired the father-in-law of the Kor- 
ean girl. 


"To see our husbands," was the re- 


ply- 


Thereupon he forbade his daugh- 


ter-in-law to take the trip, saying 
that his son would be the laughing 
stock of the city, and he could not 
allow her to create suoh a scandal. 


On another occasion when this same 


Korean husband was away, he wrote 
a letter to his wife, but the father- 
in-law was ashamed to give it to her, 
declaring that it was a violation of 
all Korean custom.

These, in 
his miniature equipment, were to 
play the part of the great poles and 
masts- which in long distance opera- 
tions in wireless telegraphy are used 
to support the vertical 
wires that 


respectively transmit and receive the 
electrical waves through the atmo- 
sphere, 
! 


Mr. Clarke's operations were neces- 


sarily limited as to- distance (by the 
height of the ceilings in the Herald 
building, for, as is well understood, 
in wireless telegraphy the height of 
ths poles or rods 'has a -direct relation 
to the distance thdough which a mes- 
sage nray be transmitted by the elec- 
trical waves. 


'After joining nisi rods the elec- 


trician strung along them a tiny wire 
of almost 
hairlike gauge. 
In de- 


scribing the wireless telegraph ap- 
paratus employed it must be assumed 
that the reader is already familiar 
with the radical principles involved 
in wireless telegraphy. Mr, Clarke's 
oscillator consisted of a pair of brass 
sipneres, sack about au inch in di- 
ameter, and adjusted at a distance 
of about one thirty-second of 'an inch 
apart. 


A dry battery of seven cells oper- 


ated a small induction coil, thus 
causing sparks to pass between the 
two forays spheres of the oscillator. 
One terminal of the induction coil 
was connected with the vertical wire 
strung along the fishing rod, the but 
of whidi was inserted into a socket 
in the transmitting apparatus, tip 
to this point the transmitting device 
does not differ materially from that 
used for ordinary wireless teleg- 
raphy, with the dots and d'asthes! of 
the Morse telegraphic code. 


Just as the two groups) of apparatus 


used in wireless telegraphy may be 
designated respectively asi the trans- 
mitting and the receiving

ments, so the pair of Hummell ma- 
chines may be characteiized as- the 
transmitter and the receiver, one, 'of 
course, being stationed at each end 
of the line of communication.

strument is- a small revolving metal- 
lic cylinder.

This space is filled 
wdth nickel fillings, which normally 
form a medium of very high resis- 
tance, because they lie so loosely to- 
gether in the glass tube as to repre- 
sent a series of imperfect contacts, 
and consequently are practically a 
non-conductor of electricity. 


But convey into that little tubfl 


electrical energy of the right inten- 
sity and you generate sufficient 'heat 
to momentarily weld the fillings, so 
that they cohere at their points of 
contact, and for the time become & 
good electrdcal conductor of low re- 
sistance. 
The 
current 
passes 


through them instantly, completing 
the circuit. The next instant a ham- 
merlike blow struck automatically 
upon the outer surface of the glass 
tube by *he deicoherer again reduces 
the filings to the normal state of 
high resistance, until the oscillaor, 
Hashing another spark from the dis- 
tant transmitter, imparts its energy 
to the vertical wire of the receiver, 
these to the coherer and again welds 
the filings dnto a coherent electrical 
conductor, *As a preliminary experi- 
ment the transmitting- -and the re* 
ceiving apparatus, rods and aill, werd 
set up in the same room at a distance 
of not more than six feet a/part, tut 
wholly unfconn-eoted, the tips of tae 
rods extending almost to the ceiling; 
—a height of twelve feet.

PRINCE VON HOHENLOHE IS DEAD 


Great German Statesman and Late Chancellor o 


the Empire Passes Away in Switzerland- 


Was America's Friend. 


Berlin, July G.— Prince Von Hta- 


henlohe, formerly German imperial 
chancellor, died at B-agatz, Switzer- 
land, last evening. 


Prince Von Hohenlohe's death was 


generally unexpected here, as he left 
Berlin, several weeks ago, apparent- 
ly in good health, although his 
creasing weakness was evident. The 
.prince arrived at Ragatz extremely 
exhausted. 
His death is attributed 


to the .weakness o£ old age. 
The ar- 


rangements for the transportation o£ 
the body to Germany nor 'the ob- 
sequies are not definitely determined 
upon, hut it is expected that the re- 
mains will be conveyed to the Hohen- 
lohe ancestral home, at Schil-lings- 
fucrst, Batavia, where the family 
vault is situated and -where the body 
of Prince -Von. Hoheiilohe's wife is 
interred. 
It is also expected that 


Chancellor Von Buelc-w will break 
his seaside rest and attend the fiui- 
evnl. 


Although. Emperor "William bar 


fixed his departure on his trip to 
Norway 
for -Monday next, it' is 


deemed likely that his majesty will 
once more postpone the date of his 
starting -on his trip in order to en- 
able 'him to 
attend the obsequies. 


Owing to Emperor 'William's rela- 
tionship to Prince Von 'Hohenlohe -Jus i

"Uncle Ohlodwig." 


It is not believed here that the.body 


of Prince Von. Hoheiilolie -will be 
brought to 'Berlin before being .takei 
to Schillhi'gst'uerst. 


The officials o£ the United States 


embassy informed the correspondent 
of the Associated Press that the 
deatli of the former chancellor .was 
much regretted, because of his uni- 
form kindliness towards Americans 
and American interests. 


Prince Von Hohenlohe's attitude 


through liis chanoellorship was al- 
ways fair -and conciliatory in regard 
to Germ an-American relations. 
Al- 


though he .was an extensive estate 
owner, he did not share the agrarian 
hostility towards the "United States. 
It was owing, in a large measure, to 
Prince Von OEEoheiilohe's friendly 
spirit during several trying ye.irs 
that Germany's relations .with the 
United States never departed from 
cordiality. 
He 
received 
jn'any 


Americans and was always friendly 
Lo them. 
At the time of the deatli 


o'f United States Ambassador Theo- 
dore B. Runyon, in 189G, -which oc- 
curred in the middle of the night, 
Secretary Jackson went, early in the 
morning, to inform the cabinet •min- 
.sters of the ambassador's demise, 
but only .found Pince Von Hohen- 
•ohe ready to receive him.

THE MAUMEE GIVES UP THE DEAD 


Frank Reider Drowned at New, Haven—Remains 


Recovered at Noon Today After Being in 


the Water Twenty-One Hours. 


At noon today the -body of Frank 


Reidy was recovered from the Mau- 
mee river at New Haven, twenty-one 
hours after the unfortunate man went 
down to death in the swift current. 
Ths 'body had been carried a consid- 
erable distance dcwn the river from 
the point where the mishap occurred. 


Reidy was employed by the Wabash 


Railroad company in 'the construc- 
tion of the new bridge across the 
Haumee at New Kaven to be used by 
the new line to Butler. 
About 3 


o'clock Friday afternoon Reidy, to- 
gether with John Sullivan,, of Indi- 
anapolis, Joseph 
Blaising, Charles 


Loraine, Henry Shoaffi and Fi'ed Mil- 
ler, of New Haven, started'across -the 
river in a boat "with some material 
needed upon the opposite shore. 


Heavy rains had swollen the river 


to a point three or four feet higher 
than the normal stage of water, and 
a vory strong current was runningi 
Half way across the stream the boat 
•was caught in the current arid over- 
turned In an instant. 
The five were 


plunged into the -water. 
Shoaff and 


Miller clung to the overturned iboat, 
which was tossed about by the cur- 
rent, and Blaising, Sullivan and Lor- 
raine sucoieded in swimming to tho 


shore. 
Reidy sank and was evi- 


dently caught by the undercurrent 
and carried to his death 'before his 
companions 
could- 
offer 
any 
as- 


sistance. 


As Blaising- landed 
he saw the 


plight of ShoafE 
nnd Miller, who 


could not swim, and were clinging 
to the 
overturned boat. 
Though 


exhausted 'by his own swim, Blaising 
courageously plunged .ba-ck into the 
water and succeeded in helping them 
•both to shore. 


The water is .twelve to fifteen feet 


in depth where the accident occurred, 
and' though the search for Reidy's 
body was begun at once and con- 
tinued until a late hour late evening, 
no trace was 'found. 
A request was 


sent to .the Fort Wayne police de- 
partment for hooks and grappling 
irons, and these were sent there tills 
morning. 
After several hours -work 


with the apparatus the body was re- 
covered at noon. 
Reidy was about 


-twenty-five years of age, and hia 
.home .was at Indianapolis.

SECRETARY BAER'S REPORT. 
iThe annual report of Secretary Wil- 
is Baer was in part as follows: 


In 1891, the close of the first de- 


cade of Christian Endeavor, there 
were 1G,274 societies, and we re- 
turned hearty thanks to God for 
what He had wrought. 
Tn this 


year 1901, at the close of Christian 
Endeavor's second decade, we must 
employ the same numerals, though 
differently arranged, to tell our 
numerical strength, for the 16,274 
societies have become 6?,427. The 
nearly 1,000,000 members have be- 
come 
nearly 
4,000,000. 
This 


growth is marvellous, and nothing 
comparable to it can be found in 
history. The rapidity with which 
the societies have multiplied is so 
familiar, having compelled atten- 
tion around the world, that we 
have In late years accepted that 
fa.ct as commonplace. 
I remind 


you of this wonderful numerical 
extension of Christina Endeavor 
because it ,proves to me beyond a 
doubt that ours is not a man-made 
society, but a broad, interdenomi- 
national, international and intli- 
racinl brotherhood. "Man can or- 
ganize a society, God creates a 
movement."

twenty-six societies have kindly 
informed me of what they have 
been contributing in money as so- 
cieties to the Lord's work, and the 
total amount is $504,401.88. 
Of 


this amount $200,215:80 went di- 
rectly to the denominational mis 
sion boards, $247,858.37 to theii 
home churches, nnd $56,387.71 to 
other benevolences.. If 8,526 so- 
cieties can contribute $500,000, 
what may not 60,000 societies do 
when thoroughly appreciating then 
opportunities and privileges? 


This year seems to be crowned 


with another splendid evidence of 
life. There are now 20,000 Com- 
rades of the Quiet Hour that have 
pledged to make it the rule of their 
life to spend at least fifteen min- 
utes alone with Got! .at the begin- 
ning of the day. This spirit, we 
believe, had much to do with mak- 
ing it possible for God to bless the 
united efforts of Christian Endenv- 
orers in the closing weeks of the 
Inst year to press horns on associ- 
ate members and others the impor- 
tance of an immediate decision and 
open confession of Christ by join- 
ing the church. February 2, Chris- 
tian Endeavor day, was especially 
signalized as Decision day, and 
thousands were born into the king- 
dom of God. 
More and more is Christian En- 
deavor becoming an evangelistic 
agency for Christ. In all 100,000 
young people have in 
the last 


twelve months joined the churcli 
from the ranks of our societies.

societies, the Methodists lead, al- 
most all their local societies being 
called Epworth Leagues of Chris- 
tian Endeavor; the Presbyterians 
are next, the Baptists third. The 
largest number of the more than 
7,000 Christian Endeavor societies 
in Great Britain are Congregation- 
alists, with the Baptists only a few 
behind, and the Presbyterians com- 
ing next. In Australia the Wes- 
leyan Methodists lead in numbers 
the 4,000 societies under the South- 
ern Cross. 


One of the most gratifying facts 


to report is steady growth in. "for- 
eign" and missionary lands. Sec- 
retary Chaplin, of the British sec- 
tion, reported an increase of 500 
societies, particular mention being 
made of the number of Episcopal 
Christian Endeavor societies that 
have been organized the past year 
in the Church of England. This, 
and other splendid achievements 
by our English brothers, show con- 
clusively that the great London 
convention was blessed of God.

AND DESOLATION IN JUNE -AND JULY. 


There are few persons now livin< 


who recollect the year 1810, 'but En 
ropean and American data represen 
it as having 'been phenomenal in al 
most every particular. 


In New England the .year went b> 


the name of "eighteen and starve ti 
death," and the summer mouths ari 
known as history as "the cold sum 
mer of 1310," so remarkable was? tin 
temperature. 


The sun's rays seemed to bo desti- 


tute of heat and all nature was -elf 
in sable hue. 
Men and women b 


came frightened, and imagined th: 
the fire in the sun was b'eiug rapidly 
extinguished 
and that the world 


would soon come to an end. 


Ministers took the phenomena fo: 


the text of their sermons, and pseudo 
scientific men talked of things they 
knew not of, .while fanatics took ad- 
vantage of the occasion to form re- 
ligious organisations. 


The winter of 1815-1G was very 


cold in Europe but comparatively 
mild in this country, nnd did not in 
any way indicate the severe weather 
that soon prevailed. 


Even the almanacs were silent and, 


although the usual indications "about 
now look out for cold weather,"-or 
"this is a good tinw fov snow," were 
entered in the regular portions of the 
books devoted to the winter predic- 
tions, those used for chroni-oling the 
pleasanter 
mouths 
had 
no 
such 


alarming warnings. . 


January was wild, so much so that 


for days the people allowed their 
fires to go out, as artificial heat nr.ule 
tho buildings uncomfortably warm. 
This pleasant weather was brok?n hy 
a severe cold snap in February, but 
this low temperature passed in a few 
•days and a warmer condition, similar 
to the month previous, set in. 


March, "came in like a lion but 


went out like a lamb." 
There was 


nothing unusual in the climatic con- 
ditions of the month -which differed 
from those generally found in this 
windy season. 


April was the advance guard of 


this strange freak in temperature. 
Tha early days were warm and 
•bright, tout as the month drew to a 
close tbe cold increased until it end- 
ed in ics and snow nnrl ii very low 
temperature. 


To those who delighted in balmy 


May days and loved' to watch the 
budding flowers, the May of 1S1G 
was a bitter disappointment. 
True, 


buds come, but so did the frost, and 
in one night -laid all vegetation a 
blackened .waste. 


Corn was killed, and the fields had 


to be made ready for another plant- 
ing, but the people's astonishment 
was complete when they found ice 
formed to the thickness of half an 
inch in the pools. 


June, "the month of roses," was 


this year -a month of lee nnd desola- 
tion. 
'-The -'oldest inhabitant" was 


surprised, for never -before had the 
thermometer sunk so low in the tube 
in these latitudes in the last month 
of spring. 


Frost, ice and snow were common. 


Almost every green tiling that hnd 
taken advantage of a few warm d-ays 
to develop was killed, nnd various 
kinds of fruit were nearly all de- 
stroyed. 


One day tbe beautiful snow fell to 


a depth of ten inches in Vermont, 
seven inches in 
Maine, and three 


inches in Massachusetts and central 
New York. 


Matters were .beginning to be in- 


teresting. 
People were undecided 


whether to spend the summer in the 
south or at the s-ashore and moun- 
tains. 
One day the latter resorts 


were desirable, and the nest would 
decide in favor of the former, but, on 
the whole, the southern clime was 
preferred. 


July was accompanied by frost and 


ice, 
and those who celebrated the 


glorious Fourth, "not wisely but too 
well," found an abundance ;of ice 
handy for immediate use the next 
morning. 
It .was not very thick 


not more than one-sixteenth of an 
inch, 'but it -was ice, and it caused 
the good people 
of New England

Surely August would put an end t< 


such cold weather, but the farmer

midsummer month was, if possible 
more cheerless than the days already 
passed. 
Ice formed even thicke 


than it had done the month before 
'and corn was so badly frozen, that i 
was cut for fodder, and almost ever 
green plant in this country as we:

Papers received from England stal 


ed that the year 1810 would be n 
membered by the generation the 
living as a year in .which there wa 
no summer.

isit the Japanese settlement near- 
y. It lay only half a mile away, 
ut the woman had never seen it.

iat a trip abroad does with us. She 
aid that for many years she had 
een nothing more than the roof of 
er husband's house. Now she had 
omething to think of until she died. 


Korean girl has no nnme. She is 


nown as So-and-So's sister, or So- 
nd-So's mother, when she becomes 


.rried and has a son. Her husband 


alls her by her son's name. A hus- 
ir.d in Kore.i is entitled to a divorce 
n the ground of his wife's incomuat- 
ility with her mother-in-law. The 
•ofessions of sorceress, Buddhist 
un and dancing girl seem the only 
renues by which Korean woman can 
icape her bondage. Though in some 
ascs the adoption of Christianity has 
d to a better state of affairs, yet tha 
tempt at innovation seems almost 
opeless.

C01IFTTSION STILL EXISTS. 


To the present hour there is con- 


fusion 
of tongues concerning the 


origin and initial events of the uni- 
verse. 
Schools antagonize schools, 


systems are set against systems and 
scientists are in hostile camps, with 
most of .the grent questions as to the 
beginnings of things lying as a bat- 
tlefield between. And this, too, after 
all the millenniums which have come 
and passed since the writer of Gene- 
sis gave the world this book of be- 
ginnings. 


Viewed from these standpoints, we 


are astonished, and no wonder, i'O 
read these opening passages of Gene- 
sis. 
Whence came the knowledge 


which is condensed in that one line: 


"In the beginning God created tli<j 


heavens and 
the earth." 
What 


school hau 
the 
writer attended? 


The world was ruled by polytheism, 
as a religious belief. 
There weir, 


Gods many nnd Lords many. How 
did the author of this august utter- 
auce ascertain God, one and above all, 
and author of all? 
From books? 


There were none that taught it. 
From his imagination? But imagina- 
tion uses known materials. 
The 


poet's imagination clothes known 
facts with beautiful forms, but until 
the facts are before his mind the 
forms of speech are not forthcoming. 
But here is tho very beginning of the 
beginning's of biblical teaching. We 
have assertions of the most positive 
facts, and facts which were not ob- 
tained from any known source. 


BELIEF OF HEATHENS. 


All heathen religions "fail alto- 


gether to disengage God from na- 
ture." Hence among- them polythe- 
ism (the doctrine of many Gods) is 
a Supreme God—as the Greeks had 
Zeus. Other divinities have divided 
power and function with the Su- 
preme. 
"No one of them has been 


conceived of as absolute and indepen- 
dent of nature.1' 


Knowing these things .to be such, 


open to our lesson, and how -glorious 
is the revelation we have of God. He. 
is not a part of nature. Pantheist! 
of every age nnd order, from an 
tiqiiity down to our day, have mixer 
and made God and nature, In grcntei 
or less degree, one of the same. Thir 
is Ood degraded, by identifying the 
Deity with dead matter. Truth has 
had hardly any other falsehood to 
contend against which is so persist- 
ent as the pantheistic conception 
which intermingles God and matter 
so that not even experts in philos- 
ophy can tell ns how to discern be- 
tween them. Hence it is that this 
opening chapter in Genesis awaken? 
and should awaken our wondering 
delight. 


Tomes and libraries beyond count 


have been written to discredit ths 
divine inspiration nnd integrity of 
the Bible, nnd in every such work no 
small space has been used to provo 
the scientific inacuracy of the Genesis 
iccount of creation. Doubtless there 
wns a date in the past at which six 
ordinary days were believed to be 
specified. 
But whether Moses and 


lis contemporaries believed 
they 


were days of our time measure none 
can tell. Quite possibly they did not. 
But, ns it was said by St. Augustine, 
the greatest theologian of tho New 
Testament ages, "a day is not a name 


f duration" with the Hebrews. 
Hence ns to this matter of God cre- 


itinp all things in six days, we may 
sny the God o£ the Bible could have 
.lone it. He could have commenced 
nnd completed all things as they aft- 
rward came to be, in an instant. If 
le could not, then is He not God, but 
ike as men—limited. Show us a par- 
on or a power that can cause a liv- 
ng crwture /to start out of perfect 


outside of and independent of all 
things. He is before us ns creating 
the heavens and "the earth, as com- 
nuiniling- light 
and 
"there was 


light." In omnipotent majesty He 
divides light and darkness, the gath- 
ered waters and the dry lands. 
He 


peonies the seas. He plants the seeds 
of His creating and cavers the earth 
with herbs and trees and the hills 
with living- creatures of cat-tie kind. 
It is work worthy cf a Go'd who 
worthy of man's 
adoration. 
The 


gods which men have evolved from 
their own minds have never been 
less than unsightly mostly hideous. 
They stand on pedestals and shrines 
•to which they have been lifted. But 
the God of the Bible neede'd no lifting 
•up. 
He -began by 'being- Lord over 


all. 


GOD'S CROWWTNG WORK. 


But cf all that God created, the 


crowning (Genesis 1; 
2G-28) 
net. 


was the creation of mnn. Heathen 
sages and some modern 
scieutisi's 


have never given man any -higher 
beginning: than, developed ape-hood. 


Theories of humanity's origin, as 


an order of beings, are many; but 
outside the -account we have In Gen- 
esis there is not one of which we 
should bs proud. As for matter autf 
•microbes, as far fish and fowl, as lor 
tha innumerable species of subordi- 
nate living beings, we may 
feel 


slight interest as to how they cam 
into existence. Was there a drop or 
sea slime out of which the very low- 
est iife started 
without a starter? 


And once started was there evolu- 
tionary force enough to turn out all 
the species nnd genera that ever ap- 
peared on earth? 


Let it be admitted, as I believe the 


greatest apostle of evolution did ad- 
mit, that to account for life on earth 
it is nrcessary to presuppose tJicrc 
were a few original, initial 
cases 


where the life was introduced ironi 
without, and- then the whole conten- 
tion of materialistic evolution col- 
•lapses. For if thpre was needed but 
a single impulse from God to aet a 
series in motion, then the greater Is 
the glory to God;s vital power, if one 
was enough. 
But whether the God 


of the Bible did interpose at different 
stages in the development of all lines 
of life is another question, and ju?t 
here not pertinent.

Unwearied effort has been, made to 


find tho missing- link between tho 
3cwest human and the -highest an- 
thropoid ape. -Not long -ago a learn- 
ed professor in an eastern college 
published i-t as IL positive fact thai 
the missing1 link had been found. Re- 
ferring- to him for his evidence, 3ie 
referred me to discussions of recent 
d.-.te in associations of scientific men. 
But it required but little seeking- to 
find more scholars who do not acce.pt 
the Java skeletons us specimens oi 
a trus missing link than scholars in 
the science of nature who do. Any- 
how, it never appealed to my ambi- 
tion to find my family -line running 
back to a gorilla species.

A Philadslphiau. of an inquiring 


turn of inintl was informed recen 
that human bones sometimes found 
place with bones of the lower animals 
in the manufacture of bone black 
which is used in the process of refin- 
ing sufr&r, says the Philadelphia Kec- 
ord. After a thorough investigation 
he is satisfied that no human, boneb 
ever get into bone-black, even by ac- 
cident. This is. not because of senti- 
ment alone, 'but owing to the fact 
that -bones of the lower animals turn 
black, while those of tho human he- 
ing turn white, and should any whito 
flakes appear in the composition it 
does not serve its purpose and is dis- 
carded.

tively to the amount of work dene, 
but also positively as the result of 
diminished competition 
amonp tlie 


workers.

possible substantiation of the c:m- 
tanHon th?t the wage rate is gov- 
erned wholly by those eonsiderr'ti^r.s 
which we have in mind when ws 
B^>eak of the "standard of living." 
"More time out of the shop" mcin? 
more time for rest and recreation; 
leading to the creation of new desires 
and the -consequent elevation, or at 
least diversification, of the accus- 
tomed mode of living.

process these desires become needs, 
the satisfaction of which is as im- 
perative to the sense of decency us 
that of the purely physical waiit£ to 
the maintenance of life itself.

POSTAL REFORM. 


Kew York, July 5.—A spccir.l to 


the Tribune- from Washington says: 


Postmaster General Smith has de- 


cided to debar from second-class mail 
privileges the large class of publica- 
tions which depend largely on gift 
enterprises, 
guessing 
contests or 


nominal subscription rates for their 
circulation. 
This sweeping reform, 


designed to put the postal service on 
a paying basis, is to be ordered next 
week by a modification of the postal 
regulations under existing- law. 


By the new 
regulations 
a vast 


amount of printed matter that now 
pays for •transmission at the rate 
of one cent will be charged 
eight 


cents 
a pound. The 
second-class 


matter has grown until it now em- 
braces nsr.rly three-fourths of the 
entire weight of all mail 
matter 


lifmriled by the government, and yet 
it brings in a revenue of less .than 
$4,000,000 a year out of the entire 
post?,! revenue of more than $110,- 
000,000. 
"While % contains about 


three-fourths of all the weight, it 
furnishes only about one-thirtieth of 
the revenue. 
To handle and c?.rry 


the second-class matter costs fully 
$00,000,000 a year above what the 
government 
receives for handling 


and carrying; it. 


In tho revised regulations about lo 


be issued the postmaster general will 
endeavor to carry out the purpose of 
congress and of the executive by re- 
storing a stricter enforcement of the 
law. 
The new order will not inter- 


fei'ti with legitimate newrpapcrs and 
similar periodicals, but it will cut 
off the abuse by which 
numerous 


publications weigh down the mails 
with circulations inducisi wholly by 
m=rehiuidis2 offers or gusssmg con- 
tests that are cither fraudulent in 
character or reduce the circulation to 
nominal rates. 
It is also likely to 


cut off trial books, which secured ad-

as 
second-class 
matter.
